3. Candidates who obtain such minimum qualifying marks 
in the written examination as may be fixed by the Com- 
mission in their discretion shall be summoned by them for 
an interview for a personality test. 

After the examination, the candidates will be arranged by 
the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion in their discretion to be qualified by the examination shall 
be recommended for appointment up to the number of un- 
reserved vacancies decided to be filled on the results of the 
examination. 


i i oviueu that any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, who though not qualified bv

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling 
in India; 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), (d), 

(c) and (f) above shall be a person in whose favour a certifi- 
cate of eligibility has been granted by the Government of 
India, and if he belongs to category (f ) the certificate of 
eligibility, will be valid only for a period of one year from 
the date of his appointment beyond which such a candidate 
will be retained in service subject to his having acquired 
Indian citizenship. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, he necessary in

marriage or who has married a person who has a wife living 
at the tune of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment 
to any of the Services, appointments to which are made on 
the results of this competitive examination unless the Govern- 
ment of India, after being satisfied that there are special 
grounds for doing so, exempt any female candidate from tile 
operation of this rule. 

11. It will be open to the Government of India, not to 
appoint to the Indian Administrative Service/ Indian Police 
Service/Delhi and Himachal Pradesh Civil Service/Delhi and 
Himachal Pradesh Police Service, a woman candidate who 
is mamed or to require such a candidate who is not married, 
to resign from the Service in the event of her marrying sub- 
sequently if the maintenance of the efficiency of the Service 
so requires. 

1 2. For the Indian Foreign Service a woman candidate is 
eligible only if she is unmarried or a widow without encum- 
brances. If such a candidate is selected, she will be appointed 
on the express condition that she might be called upon to 
resign from the Service on marriage or remarriage. 

Under no circumstances, the officers appointed to the 
Indian Foreign Service Branch ‘A’ or ‘B’ will be allowed to 
marry persons other than of Indian nationality. 

13. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily 
health and free from any physical defect likely to interfere 
with the discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. 
A candidate who after such medical examination as Govern- 
ment or the appointing authority, as the case may be, may 
prescribe is found not to satisfy these requirements, will not 


be appointed. Any candidate called for the Personality Test 
by the Commission may be required to undergo medical 
examination. 

Note. — In order to prevent disappointment candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government 
Medical Officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon, before 
applying for admission to the examination. Particulars of 
the nature of the medical test to which candidates will be 
subjected before appointment and of the standards required 
are given in Appendix IV to these Rules. 

14. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service. 

15. Tire decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final, 

16. No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion. 

17. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure I 
to the Commission’s Notice. No claim for a refund of the 
fee will be entertained except to the extent stated in that 
Annexure nor can the fee be held in reserve for any other 
examination or selection. 

18. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission, 

19. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilly of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which are incorrect or false or of 
suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to any 
other irregular or improper means for obtaining admission to 
the examination, or of using or attempting to use unfair 
means in the examination shall or of misbehaviour in 
the examination hall, may, in addition to rendering him self 
liable to criminal prosecution, — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period; — 

Ii) by the Commission, from admission to any examina- 
tion or appearance at any interview held by the 
Commission for selection of candidates; and 

CiO by the Central Government from employment under 
them; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules, if he is already in service under Government. 

20. Candidates are informed that some knowledge of 
Hindi prior to entry into service would be of advantage in 
passing departmental examinations which candidates have to 
take after entry into service.

Inland Water Transport Directorate 
New Delhi, the 23 rd February 1965 

No. 7-/RT(65)/64. — The question of setting up a techni- 
cal organisation to deal with the various aspects of develop- 
ment of Inland Water Transport in an efficient and coordi- 
nated manner has been under consideration for some time 
past. A Technical Directorate of Inland Water Transport 
has accordingly been set up in the Ministry of Transport. 
The immediate task of the Directorate will be to study the 
existing waterways in the country and draw up a list of 
waterways where navigational facilities are either to be pro- 
vided or improved and prepare specific schemes for the pur- 
pose in consultation with the State Governments. 

2. The functions of the Inland Water Transport Directorate 
will be as follows : — 

(a) to study the transport requirements of the country 
with a view to coordinate inland water transport 
with other modes for — 

(i) immediate requirements; and 
(II) long term planning; 

(b) to study the existing waterways in the country and 
formulate schemes for their improvement; 

(c) to prepare technical reports on design of waterways 
and connected structures; 

(d) to formulate proposals for extension of navigability 
of inland waterways for immediate and short term 
implementation having regard to availability of 
water under Irrigation Power Multipurpose projects 
(in consultation with the Central Water and Power 
Commission) — including any special project to be 
undertaken purely for navigation; 

(e) to investigate and prepare project reports, design 
and estimates after carrying out necessary structural 
and hydraulic model test for the above in consulta- 
tion with and coordination with the State Chief 
Engineers concerned and the Central Water and 
Power Commission; 


(g) to draw up standards for classification of waterways, 
size of locks and clearance under bridges, etc; 

(h) to set up suitable training establishments for train- 
ing of — 

(i) diesel mechanics; 

(ii) deck and engine room personnel; and 

(iii) conservancy and technical staff; 

(i) to render technical advice to the Central and State 
Governments on Inland Water Transport matters. 

3. Tlte Inland Water Transport Directorate will be headed 
by a Chief Engineer (Director) who will in technical matters 
associate and consult the Development Adviser, Chief Engi- 
neer, Roads Development (Roads Wing) and the Central 
Water and Power Commission wherever necessary. The 
Directorate will ensure proper coordination with the Central 
Water and Power Commission and the Army and Naval 
Headquarters particularly on the following aspects of deve- 
lopment concerning Inland Water Transport ; — 

(i) planning, coordination and training of personnel; 

(ii) traffic; 

(iii) civil engineering; 

(iv) navigation, conservancy and dredging; 

(v) naval architecture and marine engineering; 

(vi) investigations and surveys; 

(vii) project reports; and 

(viii) designs and research. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be communicated 
to the Private and Military Secretaries to the Hon’ble the 
President, the Prime Minister’s Secretariat, the Cabinet Secre- 
tariat, the Planning Commission and the Ministries of the 
Government of India as well as the State Governments. 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published in the 
Gazette of India for general information.
